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cuttle, ordered slaughtered as tubercular, when in fact such
cattle were free from such disease.

CHAPTER 399
AN ACT to create section 926—11f of the statutes, authorizing
the common council of any city to appoint a fiscal agent.
The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate
and Assembly, do enact as follows:

SECTION 1. A new section is added to the statutes to read:
Section 926—11f. The common council of any city, in order
to facilitate the payment of the principal and interest on said
bonds, is hereby authorized to appoint a fiscal agent in some
city or cities outside of the state of Wisconsin. Such fiscal
agent shall be an incorporated bank or trust company duly
authorized by the laws of the United States or of the state in
which such city is located to do a banking or trust company
business. At no time shall there be more than one fiseal
agent in a city, nor shall there be at one time a fiscal agent
in more than two cities in the United States. The treasurer of
any such ecity is hereby authorized and directed to deposit such
sums of money for the payment of principal and interest of
bonds with such duly appointed fiscal agent or agents of the
city as and when he is instructed to do so by written communi-
cation from the common council of such city.

SecTION 2. This act shall take effect upon passage and pub-
lication.

CHAPTER 400

AN ACT to repeal section 925—73 of the statutes and to create
a new section to be numbered section 925—73 of the statutes,
relating to fire limits in cities and the appointment of build-
ing inspectors.

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate
and Assembly, do enact as follows:
SEcTioN 1. Section 925—73 of the statutes is repealed.
SECTION 2. A new section is added to the statutes to be nur.-
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bered and to read: Section 925—73. 1. In every city so
governed, the council may designate general fire limits, and
regulate the construction, alteration, enlargement and repair
of buildings and structures within such limits for the preven-
tion of fires and the spread thereof; and may designate special
five limits within the general fire limits, and preseribe additional
regulations for the comstruction, alteration, ehlargement and re-
pair of buildings and struetures within such special fire limits.

2. By three-fourths vote of all of its members, the council may
modify, amend or repeal in whole or in part any of such fire
limits.

3. For the cnforcement of such ordinances and other or-
dinances relating to buildings, the council may provide for the
appointment of a building inspector, designate his authority,
fix his term of office and compensation.

SEcTioN 3. This aet shall take effect upon passage and pub-
lication.

erty repairs and maintenance.

(3) On July 1, ®* * * 1917, four thousand dollars, and
on July 1, * * * 1918, four thousand dollars, for perma-
nent property and improvements.
